SECTION  E.  — Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. — The  reconstruction  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  and  the  erection  of  new  structures 
continue  to  make  good  progress,  but  in  a number  of  cases  efficiency  is  retarded  by  the  absence  of  an 
adequate,  wholesome  water  supply. 

Meat — Slaughter-houses,  butchers’  shops  and  meat  are  inspected  as  often  as  possible.  A large 
amount  of  meat  is  sold  within  the  area  by  butchers  from  adjoining  districts. 

Other  Foods.—  Bakehouses  and  other  premises  where  foods  are  manufactured,  prepared, 
stored,  or  exposed  or  intended  for  sale,  are  kept  under  observation. 

Adulteration,  etc. — The  County  Council  are  the  authority  under  The  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  and  take  samples  for  analysis.
